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Things in General. 


HE “Globe” is either becoming sensational in a po- 
litical way or is looking towards a Ross-Whitney 
coalition. Its editorial on Thursday leans towards 

the latter view, if the last two sentences of the editorial in 
question are anything but a bluff: : - There is no use in 
saying ‘England does not love coalitions’ if the people by 
their votes render any other kind of government impos- 
sible. When the Legislature meets this question ought to 
be frankly discussed.” As I have repeatedly remarked, 
the electors are tired of these neck-and-neck races, which 
mean that the winner by a single vote can be held up by 
any member of Parliament, any powerful religious sect, or 
by 2 combination of corporations. Has some such hold-up 
beer. attempted—a hold-up of such a serious character as 
to disgust Mr. Ross and his government with the perilous 
situation? If so, a coalition or an appeal to the country is 
absolutely necessary unless the Government is willing to 
sacrifice what the Opposition would call “its last vestige 
cf honesty and respectability” in order to retain power. In 
many respects a coalition would be much better than a new 
election, which might result in another neck-and-neck race. 
If a coalition Government could continue in power for a few 
years, both parties could resist the vultures which have not 
only been feeding on, but tormenting them, and the leading 
politicians, irrespective of party, would become committed 
to a policy of refusing favors to those elements which have 
hitherto been able to hold the balance of power. If Mr. 
Ross has given the best men of his party portfolios, it is 
evident that there are too few of them to make a proper 
Cabinet. If Mr. Whitney has the best men of his party 
next to him, it is quite as evident that he has not sufficient 
good men to administer the affairs of the province. A 
combination of the best men in the two parties would im- 
prove matters not only in departmental work, but in gen- 
cral government, and the Administration would be able to 
take a holiday from vote hunting and all that is involved 
therein and devote itself exclusively to the welfare of the 
province. In reading the “ Globe” editorial it doesn’t take 
two pairs of spectacles to see that there is a “hen on,” 
though I do net by any means think that it means a new 
election before the meeting of the Legislature.

HE Exhibition, in spite of one serious interrwption in 
the shape of a rainy day, has this year been wonder- 
fully successfu'. Crops have been so good and pros- 

perity so general that people have felt like taking an out: 
ing. and Toronto is glad to think that its Industrial Fair 
eecurs as the best place to go, to the minds of so many 
thousands of people. Hon. Mr. Tarte’s talk at the direct- 
ors’ luncheon made the management of the Exhibition feel 
exceedingly hopeful for next year. He promised to co- 
operation of the Province c/ Quebec in making the Fair of 
1903 a Dominion event. The busy Mr. Tarte could not 
have said anything more likely to make him intensely popu- 
ar in this city, for praising our Fair and promising it as- 
sistance is as sweet to the ears of the people hereabouts as 
;raise of her baby is to the ears of a fond mother. Toronto 
is certainly the place where a Dominion Fair should be 
held. It has the grounds, and it is to be hoped, if the 
aldermen are not too busy doing nothing, that it will have 
completed the additional buildings by the time they are 
needed. What with criticism and unfinished buildings, there 
was a more widely spread fear than was ever confessed that 
this year’s show might be something in the nature of a fail- 
ure, but again this great attraction has shown itself equal 
to the occasion and its future is full of promise.

N ATURALLY enough the Conservative press 1s 
“chortling” over the strenuously announced and 
diametrically opposed views of Messrs. Tarte and 
Sifton. Nothing in recent years has so stimulated and en- 
couraged the hopes of the Dominion Opposition as the 
apparently irreconcilable difference of opinion which is said 
to exist between two sections of the Laurier Cabinet. It 
has always been known that the members of the Cabinet 
were not of one opinion on tariff matters, and it 1s quit 
possible that the differences are no greater now than in 
1&6. Those holding opposing views at that time managed 
to reconcile their differences, and no doubt can do so again, 
for politicians are apt to reconcile themselves to almost 
anything except the depressing and ague-laden shades of 
Opposition. Nevertheless, the present crisis appears more 
acute, as it is certainly more public, than any which may 
have heretofore presented itself in the privacy of the coun- 
cil chamber at Ottawa. It is quite possible that Messrs. 
Tarte and Sifton are playing a political game, thinking thus 
enlist the sympathies and support of both the free trade 
id protectionist elements throughout Canada. But this 
ry of a sham fight is being rapidly negatived by the 
ternecine partizanship cf the Liberal press, the leading 
rit papers arraying themselves on the side of either Sifton 
r Tarte. If tne difference of opinion is not irreconcilable 
Ww it will be if the “ Globe” continues to refer to 
Tarte as a “feeble imitator,” an “advocate of higher 
ation,” one guilty of “freak arguments” and of holding 
arrow, stupid and antiquated notions of commerce.” 
f course it uses these expressions with a good deal of cir- 
mlocution, but no one reading the ‘“ Globe’s” leading 
litorial of last Monday cou'd take any other meaning than 
hat it was a direct slap at the Minister of Publig Works. 
On Tuesday the “Star,” apropos of nothing excepting 
Tarte-Siiton dispute, had a somewhat extraordinary 
torial headed “ Mr. Sifton Will Win Out,” which in- 
ded the following phrases: “It is to Mr. Sifton’s credit 
say that he is waiting with perfect equanimity and splen- 
courage for the subsidence of abuse which he is as un 

as any of his personal friends to account for’—* We 

the utmost confidence in his u!timate vindication”— 
le is neither a vain man nor a talkative one. He does

taxing the consuming public.” Whether it is so or not, 
he readers of the “ Star” will consider the last portion of 
quotation a hard crack at Mr. Tarte. Other Libera! 
pers are getting into the fray with quite as much vigor 
expression, and their readers must conclude that the 
Ow is a genuine one. 
Personally I am a protectionist, not because I believe 
to be the soundest in theory, but because situa 
n it has sary expedient. I never 
ide any profession of belonging to the old school of Lib 
eralism, which has always ignored the fact that we are con 
fronted not by a theory, but by a condition which requires 
Special treatment The Government has made itself 
ptable to many who would otherwise have opposed it, by 
refusing to be driven back into opposition by the clamor of 
the free trade and low-tariff Grits. Are these new-comer 
to be read out of the party? I am firmly of the opinion 
that the country is in no mood to accept any change in the 
tariff except such increases as will force the industrial con 
cerns of the United States to do their manufacturing for 
Canadians on this side of the line, and will teach Germany 
to let go of our national nose, which it has been tweaking 
or many moons. That such changes would be oppressive 
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to the consuming public has not been demonstrated, but it 
seems apparent to every reading and reasonable man that 
if we are ever to approach nearer a condition of reciprocity 
and free trade our preliminary operations must be in the 
direction of a higher tariff. 

Apart from the merits of the case, the Cabinet difference 
and the somewhat acrid though indirect discussion of it by 
the Liberal press cannot be called good politics. Both Mr. 
Tarte and Mr. Sifton have always been supposed to be 
exceedingly shrewd, practical politicians, but if they have 
the interests of the Laurier Government at heart they are 
taking a very strange way of showing it. In the absence of 
the Premier they are furnishing encouragement to his op- 
ponents, which must have a disastrous effect on federal 
politics and cannot fail to put more life and vigor into the 
Ontario Opposition in the most acute crisis which any 
Liberal Premier of Ontario has ever faced. That Messrs. 
Tarte and Sifton should lock horns at this particular mo- 
ment seems not only unnecessary, but presumptuous. It 
was not necessary at the present time either to soothe the 
manufacturers or to fondle the farmers of the West, for 
both are enjoying a period of unprecedented prosperity—a 
prosperity produced by large creps and high prices, which 


it would be idle to claim as the result of the Liberal modi- 
fications of the old tariff. The tariff has simply preserved to 
us, perhaps not to the fullest possible extent, the prosperity 
which Providence has provided for us. At best, the tariff 
cannot make wheat grow and ripen, nor make business for 
the mills; its function is simply to prevent who 
have not sown, nor built mills, and toil not where the taxes 
of Canada are collected, from stepping in and obtaining the 
cream of the profits while the owners of the soil and the 
builders of the mills are left to feed on what is left in the 
pan.

EFORE the Master-in-Chambers, counsel for Local 
Union No. 30 of the Amalgamated Sheet Metal 
Workers of America, in answer to the suit of the 

Metallic Roofing Company, set up as his defence, as re- 
ported in an evening paper, ‘“ We are an illegal organiza- 
tion and so cannot be sued.”

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funds. The Master-in-Chambers, however. decided against 
the Union, holding that the parent body must have an ex-, 
istence in law somewhere, and that it would be interesting 
and proper that the suit go on in order that such existence 
if any, should be defined. An injunction which asked 
as against the union shortly be heard Mr. Justice 
MacMahon. It seems to me that this peculiar defence justi- 
fies everything I have about the of unions to 
hold employers responsible without accepting any responsi 
bility themselves. Agreements made by employers are legal 
binding. while agreements made by Unions, if they 
no legal status, are not binding The recent labor 
in Great Britain declared its opposition to com 
pulsory arbitration, defending themselves for so doing on 
the ground that much that they had won by strikes might 
be lost in an arbitration court, which of course could com 
pel both employer and employee to live up to its decision. 
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Chis suggests the unions have won certain things unfairly

bers, and is not only willing, but anxious, to take industrial 
contracts, thus relieving the employer of all further thought 
as to who shall be employed, what shall paid, the hour, 
during which work is to be done, and everything con 
nected with the mechanical part production. For in 
stance, if a newspaper could make a binding arrangement 
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might be stipulated, for a certain number of months or 
years, without any responsibility as to accidents to the men, 
but with damage clauses if the work be not properly done 
as to workmanship or time, it would be a great relief to the 
management. Perhaps it would be harder to make a con- 
tract in such a case than in many other industrial pursuits, 
but I have used it simply as an illustration of procedure. 
Take another case: A builder before taking a contract 
hou!d be able to go to the head of the Stonecutters’ Union, 
to the Bricklayers’ Union, and to the Builders’ Laborers’ 
Union, and the Carpenters’ Union, and make a contract; 
or the heads of these Unions should be able to go to those 
desiring to erect a building and make a contract for them- 
selves. In either case the wage-worker would become a 
builder on his own hook. Certainly this sort of thing would 
either inspire the wage-worker with ambition, or disgust 
him with Unionism entirely. Under present conditions the 
workingmen who are continually complaining that they are 
only cogs in the vast machine of labor, which every year 
is becoming more specialized so that the workman can do 
but one small and in itself unimportant thing, would by 
consultation with kindred trades become all-round con- 
structors of whatever article or edifice they are engaged in 
making. The widening influence and the uplifting tendency 
that a feeling of being to a certain extent his own master 
should impart to the workman, would be a decided bene- 
fit, not only to him, but to the community. Everywhere 
the complaint is being made against the Unionist, and it pro- 
bably could be made against other organizations, and indeed 
against the majority of individuals, that he is working for 
his weekly envelope, looking no further than pay day and 
planning for nothing better than to get work at the highest 
possible price and under the easiest possible circumstances 
for the balance of his days. With nothing but friendliness 
towards the Unions, I confess that I am anxious to see their 
legal responsibility demonstrated, for then they will be 
forced to take a new attitude, and necessity is not only the 
mother of invention, but often the parent of great reforms.

AYOR HOWLAND has announced himself a candi- 
date for a third term, and of course has reasons other 
than the continuance of the salary for seeking to 
prolong his occupancy of the Mayor’s chair. In the first 
place, he wants to defy the newspapers and intends to stay 
where he is until they quit making fun of him and “ mis- 
representing” his conduct. He also desires to ‘ complete 
some matters in connection with the union Canadian 
municipalities which are of importance to Toronto and 
other cities, and the rules of the union require that the 
officers shall be representatives of the municipalities.”

RCHBISHOP MACHRAY’S message to the General 
Synod of Canada in session at Montreal, contained 
the following paragraph, which to the ordinary reader 
would seem to indicate that the Anglican Primate feels that 
the Church is either unable or unwilling, unassisted by secu- 
lar forces, to cope with the conditions of modern religious 
Lie: ‘ Many things combine to draw men from former 
habits of family practice and public worship, and to lessen 
the sense of the sanctity of the Lord’s Day, but on these 
depends vital religion. Intemperance, no doubt, continues 
to be an extensive evil, and demands the most earnest effort 
to remove as far as possible temptations to excess and en- 
courage habits of moderation. But the immoderate aban- 
donment of so many to all kinds of amusement and luxury 
and extravagant living for their means is doing even more 
sap the foundations honest life. The Church 
should in these matters give no uncertain sound. Its own 
members are largely culpable. And we may be sure if these 
tendencies are not checked there will be neither the will nor 
the ability for the observance of what is due to God and to 
men. There is in addition the grave question of the up- 
bringing of the young in the nurture and admonition of the 
Lord. In the circumstances of our modern life, it is hope- 
less to look for this, unless there is religious instruction in 
the day school. The teaching of the Bible and of the main 
truths of our faith is of such vital importance for the coun 
ry that I trust the Church will not only press it, but 
endeavor as far as by a attitude to 
secure support of other great Protestant Churches 
We must not we should f 
can secure what full and satisfactory knowledge 
f tl in facts and teaching of the Word of God.” 
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or schoolmistress who makes no profession of religion, to 
do what they almit they cannot do themselves? Mere 
formal and perfunctory teaching of religious truths would 
be a task unwillingly undertaken by those who feel their 
unfitness for it, and it would degenerate into a farce both 
on the part of the teacher and the scholar which would do 
more damage to real spirituality than it would do good in 
providing a knowledge of facts which would be graded in 
the childish mind in the same category with the rules of 
arithmetic and grammar, and be jumbled with latitude and 
longitude, and mixed with algebra, and held to be no more 
sacred than any of the subjects with which they would be 
associated. 

Throughout Canada during the last decade, as shown by 
the recent census, the Anglicans only gained five per cent. 
—the smallest gain of any of the principal denominations— 
while in Ontario, New Brunswick and Prince Edward Isl- 
and they went back instead of going ahead. Yet of all the 
Protestant denominations the Anglicans have had the most 
State help and are still masters of the school situation in 
England. It seems to be hard to wean this powerful and 
attractive Church from the idea of using the secular powers 
to ‘aid them in their religious work, even though history 
shows that such assistance is detrimental rather than of 
spiritiial advantage. I cannot say I admire such pessimism, 
éuch a shifting of responsibility, such a criticism of old and 
young, as looms out strongly in every line of the Primate’s 
address. If those who carry the light at the head of the 
great procession of humanity grow weary and discouraged, 
how éan they hope for their followers to be strong and cer- 
tain of the way and the reward?

T the Methodist General Conference now being held 
A in Winnipeg, Rev. Dr. Carman, general superintend- 
ent, stated that during the last quadrennium the in- 
crease in the membership of the Methodist Church had been 
smaller than for any similar period since the union of 
Methodist churches in 1883. This is borne out by the cen- 
sus statistics of the last decade, which credit Methodism 
with an increase of only eight per cent.

It is impossible for one man to prescribe what another 
man’s library ought to contain, but among one’s two hun- 
dred books there should be a complete line oa one or two 
subjects, such as metaphysics, philology, political science, 
ethnology or biology, and one should interest himself %y 
some one subject and read everything relating to it. ‘ny 
other good plan is to have all the valuable historics, me- 
moirs, biographies, diaries and authors of a certain period 
of history—say the Elizabethan period or the Stuart period 
or the Queen Anne period or the period of the French Ke- 
volution—and to acquaint oneself intimately with the 
events, life, manners, morals, conversation and literature 
of that period. In addition to these special lines 97 books 
there should be a well-selected but miscellaneous callection 
cf the great memoirs, letters, biographies and novels. Ore 
should not truckle to public opinion, however, to the ex- 
tent of having a lot of the classics in Engiish or any other 
language which one cannot read with enjoyment. The 
books on a man’s shelves should be his intimate friends, and 
it is as snobbish to have Dante’s “Inferno” in one’s library, 
if one does not take pleasure in readiiz it, as it wou’! he 
to have some big wig to dinner merely because h ’ 
great person and not because he was goo1 company 

A man’s library should be as exclusive as his parlor, 
and he should be as careful of the company he adits to 
the one as to the other. It is not necessary to fill one’s 
book-case at a single purchase. Take time to it, go slowly. 
and buy only books that you will read with profit and en 
joyment.

satisfied with modern surgery. 

Hammond had his left ear frozen 
four ago \ cancerous 
growth developed, and three weeks ago 
he was sent by his family physician, Dr. 
(urtz, to the Presbyterian Hospital. 
The ear was amputated, leaving only a 
stump. 

Dr. Henry Wharton of the hospital 
staff then made an incision back of the 
ear stump and lifted up a flap of skin 
in the shape of a peninsula, with the

The flap was then moulded in to the 
shape of an ear and sewed up to place. 
The place where the flap had been was 
covered by pulling the skin up over it. 
The operation is called in surgical par- 
lance a “plastic operation.” 

The man was able to leave the hospi- 
tal in a little over two weeks. The hospi- 
tal surgeons say that the operation is a 
rare one, and in this case resulted very 
successfully.
